The risk factor will

NSWASF HANDBOOK 
GUIDE FOR COACHES 


OUR series continues this week with ASW taking a look at 
the role of the junior coach and how he should really work. 


Organization 


Whereever possible, organization of practice must be aimed at réalism. to achieve this 
the following questions must be answered:— 


© How many players are to be used in the practice? 

© What size area is to be used? 

1.2.1. If in grids — how many? 

1.2.2. If in an area of the field — what area? 

‘Whaat sort of service is required? e.g. thrown/kicked on the full/one bounce? 
© How are players distinguished from each other? Are there coloured bibs available. 
© How does the practice start? 

How does it finish? 

Are there realistic targets? 

© What position does the coach take up? 

‘© How does the practice develop? 

Are more players introduced or less? 

Is the playing area restricted or made larger? 

© Do players understand objectives of the practice? 

Do they finish with a shot at goal? 

Do they retain possession? 

Do they find a target person? 


Observation 


Coaches should stand back and observe the practice. They should not spend all their 
time getting involved and continually stopping it. 

Consequently they ld: 

© Allow the practic 
© Be single-minded. 
© Seek out key factors in failure of players within the practice. 

© Coach the players, not soccer. 

© Correct errors that are seen rather than the work which has been prepared. 


> run so that realism is achieved. 


Demonstration 


Allplayers need pictures of what is required rather than a whole narrative of explanation, 
{This is particularly valid when it comes to the coaching of a technique. 

When it comes to a matter of understanding, players should be shown positions they 
may take up and suggested passes for them to make. 

Once this has been established they should be given the opportunity to practise what 
they have been shown. 

The sequence should be as follows:— 

© Stop the practice. 

© Replay the technique or part of play concerned. 

© Demonstrate what is required quickly and simply. 

© Ask the player/players to copy. 

© Replay and replay the incident until satisfied. 


Motivation 
Coaches are required to motivate their players to practise. Suggested ways of doing this 
would be:— 


© Infect the players with their own enthusiasm, 

Be positive in direction of each session and of the players. 

© Set high standards and challenge players to better performance. 

© Use the voice to draw attention and to convey to players satisfaction or dissat- 
isfaction with their performance. 

© Always look like a coach. Be suitably dressed, as if you have real commitment to the 
game and the players. 

‘@ Well-prepared sessions will motivate th players to work. They like to be organized in 
a purposeful way. A slapdash approach or lack of preparation indicates to players the 
coach’s poor discipline and commitment, 


In summary 


Coach’s ability is measured by improved PLAYER and 
TEAM performance, not whether you win or lose. 


Success can be measured in different ways. 


Players will improve when correct coaching 
procedures are followed. 


This means time spent in preparing, organizing, 
and analysing.

For some time, he 
would not even talk to 
Liverpool's boss man, 
John Smith, the club 
chairman. 

Had the Napoli deal 
gone through, it would 
have guaranteed security 
not only for Ian Rush but 
also for his parents and 
10 brothers and sisters in 
the big Rush family!
